WHEN FT came time to pay 
income taxes, t h e dump’s 
owner claimed a very unus­ 
ual type of depreciation which 
would reduce his taxes 
He 
said, in effect, that he had 
purchased a “ hole," not the 
land surrounding it. 
He contended that because 
the hole was becoming small­ 
er as he filled it with refuse 
it would not last indefinitely 
so a deduction should be al­ 
lowed for depreciation T h e 
amount of taxes, he conclud­ 
ed. should be affected by the 
space remaining in the hole, 
not on its original size 
The government, however, 


felt differently about the mat­ 
ter and took the case i n t o 
court 
They contended that 
the dump was simply real es­ 
tate with a permanent l i f e 


and that the taxes were based 
on the solid terra firma, not 
a "hole ” The law doesn’t per­ 
mit such a depreciation, they 
contended. 


THE COURT, however, rul­ 
ed in favor of the owner of 
the dump, thus putting a new 
interpretation on tax law as 
involves real property. T h e 
court said that the d u mp 
owner could take the depreci­ 
ation deduction upon this 
‘ hole" used in his r e f u s e 
business, based on the quan­ 
tity of space exhausted by fill­ 
ing in each year 
In its ruling, the c o u r t 
noted that so - called super- 
adjacent air space can he 
subdivided for various p u r- 
poses in such places as multi- 
stories office buildings and 
elsewhere. 
They did say, however, that 
the hole is not a true "nat­ 
ural resource,” on which oth­ 
er tax laws apply. The fact 
that the hole was put there 
by man. rather than natural 
forces, rued out this possibil­ 
ity, the court said.

Sweetened Drinks Should Be Limited 


Children and adults need to 
consume adequate liquids, es­ 
pecially 
during 
hot 
weather. 
But most of the soft drinks on 
t h e market 
are 
sweeten­ 
ed The sugar 
they 
contain 
do h a r rn to 
the teeth 
Be­ 
sides, it rn a v 
contribute 
to 
e x c e s s - 
ive weight, or 
dull the appe­ 
tite for amply Dr. Carry Myers 
balanced nutritious foods, or 
cause malnutrition Some of the 
most frequently consumed soft 
drinks contain stimulating sub­ 
stance such as caffein 
Parents who wouldn’t think of 
letting their y o u n g children 
drink tea or -oboe, think noth­ 
ing of letting them have several 
bottles a day of pop which may 
be as stimulating to the nerv­ 
ous system as one or more cups 
of coffee 


SOME summer camps, which 
may s u p p l y the children in 
them with well-balanced meals, 
also may make available many 
soft drinks and other sweets 
which the children buy, ImutiHi 
only by their .spending money. 
Revenue from these sweets may 
go to provide special services 
or to add to the camp’s profits 
During the last school year 
your child may have attended 
an 
elementary 
school 
where 
the children were taught in the 
classroom the value of well­ 
balanced nutritious food They 
were also taught to avoid such 
stimulants as p'a and coffee 
Yet in that same school build 
mg these children may have 
been lured by soft-drinks made 
available there tor them to pur­ 
chase freely. Some of t h e s e 
soft - drinks may have been 
highly stimulating 
Then leachers and parents 
often wonder why there are so 
many jittery c h i l d r e n ’ Of 
■curse, the revenue from these 
soft-drinks rn a v go for pur­ 
pose of library' bo o k s and 
other school services. 


FAM ILIES going with c h i 1- 
dien on motor trips in summer 
find that these children often 
want to stop for a bottle of soft- 
dzink A certain father o n c e 
told me he could hardly get his 
youngsters past a gas station 
"without 
stopping 
for 
some 
pop." 
Even if suen excessive c o n- 
sumption of soft-drink were not 
physically harmful to the chil­ 
dren. there is still the charac­ 
ter problem of their learning to 
limit the frequency and amount 
of 
expenditure, 
of 
learning 
within reason to wait and of not 
always having what they want 
right when they want it. 
During summer at home, or 
away from home, some children 
consume so much pop between 
meals that thev have a poor 
appetite 
for 
t h e 
wholesome 
foods prepared for th e rn at 
mealtime 
Some parents make available 
at home a generous supply of 
soft-drinks which their young­ 
sters 
consume 
at 
pleasure, 
thereby reducing their desire 
to make several trips a day to 
the nearest drugstore 


A FEW other parents limit 
the quantity of such on hand. 
and the amount of money their 
children may have to spend, 
through a budgeted allowance. 
Still some other parents pro­ 
vide 
at 
home 
a 
reasonable 
amount of fruit juices, fruits 
and 
milk, 
especially 
during 
summer, as a siibs'itute or par­ 
tial - substitute tor sweetened 
soft-drinks 
We have no desire to deny 
children of all such luxuries.

pleaded innocent. 


Coots’ 
teslimi>ny 
Tuesday 
came after the defense conceded 
the prosecution could introduce 
617 witnesses who could testify 
they gave checks for gambling 
losses. 


U.S. Dist. Atty. K. W. Rivers 
used Coots to connect Carinci i 
and Maius with gambling oper-i 
ations during the years the al­ 
leged tax deficiencies occurred. 


The IRS agent said his in­ 
vestigation showed a daily re­ 
port covering winnings and lo.ss- 
es was prepared by Maius and 
that Carinci used these to pre­ 
pare a ledger book from which 
tax returns were composed. 


He added that the probe .show­ 
ed the casino collected checks 
for $40,940 in October. Novem 
her and December, i960, but 
that no entries were pul on the 
ledger for check income during 
that period. 


Seven men testified they lost 
a total of more than $45,000 in 
a relatively shor* time and that 
they paid by checks made out 
to cash.
